In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants submit the following Remarks. 

It is not believed that extensions of time or fees for net addition of claims are required, 
beyond those which may otherwise be provided for in documents accompanying this paper. 
However, in the event that additional extensions of time are necessary, then such extensions of time 
are hereby petitioned under 37 CFR § 1.136(a); and any fees required for consideration of this paper 
and any papers associated with it (including fees for net addition of claims) are hereby authorized 
to be charged to Deposit Account No. 50-1749. 
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RESPONSE 


In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect group II claims 4, 9-11, 20 and 
21, with traverse with respect to group I. The product is claimed as a catalyst. The process claims 
require the use of the catalyst. For example, claim 2 recites a catalyst and claim 4 recites a general 
process of using that catalyst. Applicants agree with the Examiner that the engineered catalyst can 
be used in an exothermic reaction such as the oxidation of hydrocarbons. However, an exothermic 
reaction is not a materially different process - to the contrary, it is within the scope of the claims such 
as process claim 4. The process claims recite any catalytic use of the claimed catalyst. Thus, the 
product as claimed cannot be used in a materially different process; and the restriction of groups I 
and II should be withdrawn.
